Ibe Silk Trade. 


NBW YORK, Nov. 24.—The silk In- 
dustry in Patterson, N. J., is some- 
what depressed. Most of the mills 
are running on short time, and with 
reduced forje. This trade has not 
had as dull a season before in seven 
or eight years, and 15,000 operatives 
in and ahoat Paterson are somewhat 
alarmed.

Annually with the. coming

the question is repeated: What 
is Thanksgiving day, and where d d 
its observance be^in? for surely, 
everything mu«t have its commence- 
mentv, Aa often 
does this question 
present itself, in exact proportion is 
the encyclopedia brought into requi- 
sition, and the solution cagerlysought 
after. For a correct answer to this 
enigma, an answer embodying all the 
varied phases of life and the giving 
of thanks, it is extremely difficult to 
procure 
any thing like authority 
from bookp, and the records have to 
be searched for a satisfactory settle- 
men t. 
Some cyclopedia.?, it is true, 
are quite profuse in ascribing origins 
to the day, while others are strangely 
silent. 


Thanksgiving day, now one of tbe 
most 
facred 
celebrations 
in 
national 
annals, 
and 
a 
formidable rival to Christmas, is par- 
ticularly celebrated in New Eagland, 
although late years have served to 
give its observance a more comprehen- 
sive and a wider spread in the west- 
ern states. The day is suggested by 
the Hebrew feast of tabernacles, or, 
"feast of ingathering at the end of the 
year." The occasional observance of 
the day wa.s not an unusual occur- 
rence in Europe, ani we note of its 
being observed in Holland, on Octo- 
ber 3, lo75, the first anniversary of 
the deliverance of that city from a 
siege. In IGOS the Pilgrim church, 
exiled from Eagland, went to Hol- 
land, and remained there until it 
came to our shores in 1620. After the 
first h irrest in 1621, a thanksgiving 
was held; in J uly, 1633, thanks were 
publicly given for successfully pass- 
ing a season of drought, and history 
tells us that rain fell even while they 
were praying. The records iu Charles- 
town, M issachusetts, show a simi- 
lar observance in 1631, on account 
of arrival of supplies from Ireland, 
[n 1632 Governor Winthrop, of the 
then Massachusetts Bay colony, re- 
commended a day of thanksgiving on 
account of the action of the British 
council favorable to the colonists. 
There is a record of the official ap- 
pointments of thanksgiving in Massa- 
chusetts in 16^3, 1634, 1637, 1638 and 
1639, and in Piymouth in 1651, 1668, 
1780, 1689 and 1690. The earli- 
er of these api'ointments 
were 
at 
diSerent 
seasons 
of the 
ypar and for different 
reasons. 
During the revolution Thanksgiving 
dny was a nation 4l institution being 
Hnnualij n commended by congress, 


but after the ^<>neral thanksgiving 
lu iro-i, tuere was u o na- 
tional appointment until 1789, when 
President George Washington made 
the 
recommenrlaticn. 
The second 
thanksgiving proclamation issued by 
George Wasbington was in 1795, on ac 
account of the suppresiion of insurrec- 
tion. President Madison recommended 
for peace in April, 1815. But the of- 
ficial recommendation of Thanksgiv. 
ing day was mainly confined to New 
England, where regular annual proc 
tarnations were issued by the gover- 
nors of the states, and the day was 
observed as the principal social and 
home festival of the year. It was 
not until 1817 that the governor of 
New York regularly recommended the 
day, and its adoption in the southern 
utates wa? much later, so that in 1858 
only eight of the southern states ob- 
served the day. Daring the civil war 
Presid&nt Lincoln issued proclama- 
tions recommending special thanks- 
giving for victory in 1862 and 1863, 
and a national proclamation in 1863 
and 1864. Since that time custom has 
fixed the time for the last Thursday 
in November, and presidential and 
gubernatorial proclamations are an- 
nually issued. To-morrow .we have 
much to be thankful for, and let each 
one express his gratitude according to 
his fund of prosperity.

little heed is paid to sex, color or pr. - 
vious 
condition 
of the turkey 
intended 
as a 
sacrifice. He 
is taken into the household and imo 
the family without introduction and 
is made as comfortable as the kitchen 
range can make him. When properly 
stuffed and scented with onions and 
sweet marjoram and sage, a well de- 
veloped turkey is worthy of eny foe- 
man's steel. There is a charm in the 
development of the breast; there is a

that any one can take to, and there is 
that in his whole composition which 
the weik spirit of human nature 
yearns for and reaches after six or 
seven times during one sitting.

To Fatten Fowla. 


The season is at hand when fowls 
that have been fattened with care 
fiai 
a ready sale. There is a very 
great difference between a bird that 
has been cooped for a couple of weeks 
and one that is caught from the gen- 
eral fl'ick at night and killed at once. 
The best food for poultry is oatmeal 
mixed with scalding milk. 
As a 
change in their diet is necessary, 
boiled barley may occasionally be 
substituted. 
Give fresh feed three 
times a day, as much, but no mere, 
than can be eaten at each meal. 
Chopped up mutton suet or any fat 
trimmings of meat Irom the kitchen 
mixed with the scalded meal will 
producj an extra degree of fatness. 
Give green food, such as chopped 
cabbage, turnips, or onions. 
Keep 
them supplied with gravel and fresh 
water. Milk, either sweet, sour or 
thick is also most excellent. 
Fowls 
ia this way must not be kept longer 
than two weeks as, if forced for a 
greater length of time they are apt to 
become disaased. 
Leave them with- 
ont food or water for fourteen hours 
b< lore killing. 


Clover M a Fertllizer. 


A writer in an exchange gives the 
following proof of the value of clover: 
"I have twenty.oneacresof wheat on 
this farm, which was so run down three 
years ago that it waa not supposed 
capable of producing a paying crop. 
One-half 
of 
the field I manured 
with stable manure at a cost of not 
les8s than $100, the other half had the 
one crop of clover turned under, and 
the wheat is much the heaviest on the 
clover land—the ten and a half acres 
manured giving; 24? shocks against 
343 on the clovered^alf of the field. 
I estimate the average per acre on the 
twenty-one acres at twenty bushel»» 
per acre ; but if it should thresh to the 
shock as well as my wheat did last 
year 
the average would be above 
twenty-three bushels. 
Âf long as 
clover will give such- results 
as 
this on my land I shall sing its praises 
loudly."

Tbe Cestwolcl (ilieep. 


Mr. Joseph Harris says the follow- 
ing in praise of this breed : 
"If well 
fed and provided with dry quarter! 
under foot, there are no sheep that 
will stand exposure to our severe 
weather better than the Cotswolds. 
The Gottwold ewes are good breeders 
and good nurses. They frequently 
have two strong lambs, and occasion- 
ally, three at a birth. 
I have never 
had a pure bred Cotswold ewe in the 
flock that wonid not breed. 
We let 
"ihe ewes have their first lambs when 
two years old, and they frequently 
continue to be good breeders till ten 
¡ears old. The Cotswolds are the 
ardiest of all the English breeds of 
sheep. 
Of all the well-established 
breeds the Cotswolds are the largest. 
The celebrated experiments of Lawei 
and Gilbert proved beyond all ques- 
tion that the Cotswolds produced 
^ • r e mntton and more wool than 
May other breed ; and not only this, 
tinit they gained more in proportion 
the food consumed than any other 
breed. 


A CkMp Well. 


Dig down to a depth of five or six 
feet a hole four feet in diameter; 
bfiek itnp—tuing water-Iiice mortar. 
JSelow this dig yonr well in diameter 
little less than the bricked top, and 
IMI yon go down plaster the dirt or 
iiod on the aides with water-lioae 
iBDrtar. A well dug and Mastered this 
way costs one-half the price of an or- 
d i n a l well ef the iHÎAe, (l^lilih and- 
iter, and is ^rôof agaimt ail 
l«of Termia, nor ean any 


waih down frouLthe sides, 
t have a 
well mwie ÍA4l>ia way, that : iias done 
excellent service for eleven yean^ and 
in that tiine it has been cleaoed out 
only once. There is no need of clean- 
ing such a well, as there is no accum- 
ulation of filth in it. 
The bricking 
at the top ig to avoid injury from the 
frost, as the . plaster peeh off where 
the ground behind it ha«* froa-ín — 
Rural New Yorker. 


Oeddfns for Scocb. 


It is economy to give the horse, cow 
and other stock housed throagh tbe 
winter, a good bed. It has much to 
do towards saving feed and keeping 
stock ia a thriving condition, to say 
nothing of the obligations man is un- 
der to provide well for the dumb ani- 
mals for him given to hare "dominion 
over.'* Better to give stock comfort- 
able beds though the usual seasons of 
necessary (belter and stabliog aa tbey 
can be provided with very little diffi- 
culty and expense. 
There is usually 
refuse fodder, straw or other matter, 
which can be utilized and made into 
manure by the process. 
A large 
amount of tbe excrements, by this 
practice, which would otherwise be 
lost, can be saved. 
Fine sand makes- 
a 
bedding material and a good 
dressing for any heavy soil. Sawdust is 
another article which can be used ad- 
vantageously for tbe same purpo e. 
There is no farmer who cannot pro- 
vide plenty of litter, of some kinds, 
for hia stock and this by all means he 
should do and will do, if he under- 
stands his business and consults his 
own interests.—Farm and Fireside. 


Notes For rarmers. 


Ln'tthis cold weather ? 
Vennor is a fraud. 
His predictions 
for the first half of November called 
for beautiful Indian summer weather. 
Not much of a hit, so far. For the 
last week of the month he has arrang- 
ed a programme of heavy frosts. 
Here 
he may strike us where we live. 


The improvement in wool in the last 
few weeks has been quite gradual, but 
nevertheless steady, and consequently, 
we think, the more reliable. 
The 
sudden booms caused by temporary 
excitement are not always to be de- 
pended on, but when an advance is 
made slowly and quietly, and in spite 
of the calculating efforts of an organ- 
ized bear movement, it looks very 
much as though it was the result of 
necessity, and had come to stay. 


Stock allowed to run about without 
restraint and pick up its sustenance 
by foraging naturally grows coarser 
and deteriorates in quality from gen- 
eration to generation. 
This fact is 
one which should be borne in mind by 
those contemplating engaging in the 
business in the far West. In alio wing 
for the expenses on ranching a liberal 
appropriation should be made for the 
purchase and introduction of thor- 
oughbred 
sires. 
The 
enterprising 
ranchman should allow no deteriora- 
tion in his herds, and it can be pre- 
vented in no way except by giving 
close attention to this point. 


The tendency towpds fattening 
stock as much as possible outside of 
the cold months is growing every 
year, and a larger proportion of the 
cattle intended for shipment are and 
will be ready for earlier winter mar- 
kets this seaBoa than ever before. 
Every experienced feeder knows that 
pounas are gained slowly in freezing 
weather, and that an animal can b? 
ripened much more cheaply before 
than after the advent of the cold sea- 
son, 
Many stockmen think that the 
bulk of the cattle in the older states 
will De marketed in the next six 
weeks, inasmuch as they are about 
ready for shipment, and there does 
not appear at this sime to be any in- 
ducement to hold them back to com- 
pete with the western stock and 
stillers of the late winter and early 
gpring months. 


The impetus which the breeding of 
fine stock has received in this country 
within the last year is tremendous. 
Great progress has been made for two 
or three year« past, but the indica- 
tions now are that it is reserved for 
1880 to foot up the largest thorough- 
bred importations on record. 
It has 
not been very many years since im- 
ported sires and dams were found in 
comparatively few fiocks and herds, 
but now they are distributed through 
all parts of the country. 
It is a mat- 
ter for great self-congratulation, too, 
that our native thoroughbreds are 
able to go into the show ring, in many 
cases, right alongside of the foreign 
beauties. 
The time has been, and we 
all can remember it, too, when such a 
thing would have been utterly im- 
practicable. 
But the world moves, 
and the American breeders are keep- 
ing right along with it.

terfere with the selling of meat in a 
legitimate manner. 
It 
simply pro- 
hibits felling on the street, but in this 
carie, 
Mr. Cartrwicht has the same

and 
privileges 
that

dealer 
has. 
He 
should 
have no more, in fact, as he pays no 
city licensc, if anv discrimination was 
to be made it should be to favor the 
city butcher. 
Fort 
Wayne has a 
market house, and there all 
meat 
sellers mustdispose of their stock, and 
because Mr. Cartwright desires to 
aneak away from other dealers and 
ply bis vocation on the streets, is no 
reason such a hubbub should be rais- 
ed aad the interest of the workingmen 
outraged by SUCÎÎ an attempt to mis- 
lead.

^ ; Thé Wabash-Pacific railway com- 
pany*« directors will not meet for the 
purpose of voting upon a stock divi- 
dend until some time in January. 


An idea of the immense traffic now 
moving over the New York Central 
may be gained from the fact that one 
day last week 5,810 cars parsed through 
Rochester, N. Y., east and west, in 
twenty-four hoiirs. 


The bridge across the Wabash river, 
on the Bedford and Effiogham nar- 
row-gauge railway will be completed 
this week. 
A few days' work 
will 
connect the track at S^vitz City, and 
in a very short time trains will run 
thro' from Indianapolis to Etnngham. 
It is thought that the whole line will 
be placed under the management of 
Superintendent J. W. 
Kennedy, of 
the Bedford and Bloom field railway. 
It certainly could be placed in no 
better hands. 


Last week a charter was issued at 
the state department to the 
Buffalo, 
Cleveland and Chicago railroad com- 
pany of Pennsylvania, Claraence H. 
Clark, of Philadelphia, as president. 
The new road crosses Erie county 
from the New York state line to the 
Ohio state line. 
The capital stock is 
f500,000 and the length of road 45 
miles.
